OF ^WARRfSN'S SOLDI ERS! 
MONUMENT 



An Excellent Program Rendered and 
a Large Crowd Were Uatbered to 
. Witness the Unrelllog. 

Warren township paid fitting and glow- 
ing tribute to its soldier heroes Sunday and 
almost every portion .of grand old Lake 
county .was well represented and^vied with 
Warren in, honoring those who. listed to. 
their country's call id time of need.. 

Beautiful Warren cemetery has rarefy, 
if ever, contained such a numher.of visitors 
as that gathered to participate ' in the un ; 
veiling of the large and graceful monument 
that beipeaks a township's appreciation of 
the bravery and unselfish patriotism of its 
citizens who went forth to "battle when 
country, called.^ 

- The day was ideal and the towering mon- 
ument wrapped in the historic (lac award- 
ed the Town of Warren by the great Chi- 
cago Sanitary Convention of ,1864. was an 
inspiring eight, one. well calculated to le* 
call the stirring days when heroes battled 
for principle nind that .this country might 
indeed be the "home of the free." 

The old. gray-huired veterans and the 
younger generation mingeled together, the 
day recalling to the one the' deeds of the 
times when he was young and marched 
under the olu flag; while to the other it 
brought the inspiration of a h igber citizen- 
ship,, a love of. country, of honor, and of 
duty. • - - . 

■ Capt. ).• R. Bracher acted as Master of 
Ceremonles'nnd after; music, by the War- 
ren band the Gurnee Quartet rendered the 
song "The Worriers Grave." Rev. J. N. 
Lester, of Waukegan, then offered prayer 
and the school children rendered the song 
"Salute the Flag;";

.Cleveland for Arbitration. 

^Former President G rover Cleveland ■.re- 
fused 'to discuss the" coal minera strike with 
h New York World reporter,, because, aa a 
member of the Civic Federation, he might 
be calledW to account as an'arbitTatdr be- 
tween the miners and" their emptovea, but 
betook bcaasion to renew a suggestion for 
a national; hoard of;arbitratioa. He called 
attention to a special message he , had Bent 
to Congress in 1886 recommending the for- 
malton of a permanent "commission of labor, 
to which' labor disputes might be referred. 
Following is an extract from the message: 

Something-may be done under' federal 
authority to prevent the disturbances which 
/oofteharise from disputes between employ- 
ers and the employed, and which at times 
seriously threaten the business interests of 
the country, and in my opinion the proper 
tW'ory.vipon which to proceed is that of 
voluntary nrbitration as the means of set- 
tling these difficulties, 
V But I suggest that instead of arbitrators 
chosen. in the heat of conflicting claims and 
after such dispute shall arise, for the pur- 
pose of determining the same there be-cre- 
ated a commission of labor, consisting; of 
three members," whoshaU beregulorofficers 
of the government, charged among other 
duties, with the consideration and settle- 
ment when possible of all controversies be- 
tween labor and capital. 
■f.-. It such a commission were fairly organ- 
ized the r ilk. of 'a loss of , popular support 
and oympalhy resulting from a refusal to 
submit to so peaceful an instrumentality, 
would constrain both parties to such dis- 
putes to invoke its interference and abide 
by,;ita dsciasionB. ' There would alao be 
good reason to hope that the very existence 
of such an agency would invite application 
to it for advice and counsel, frequently re- 
sulting in the avoidance "of ■ contention and 
misunderstuadiDg. 

Mr. Cleveland Bays he is mora.convinced 
than ever that such a board would settle.a 
large percentage of labor diaputea.. He re- 
fers to" the >tate' railway boards, -which 
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MiRsSheoard traced the history of 'the 
Warren cemetery from the inception. 

Fifty-aix years ago three acres of land 
were purchased and set aside for cemetery 
purposes, $24 beingtbe purchase price. 
..The ground was fenced in 1847 and an 
organization was formed in 1873 the asso- 
ciation becoming incorporated in 189 1 and 
the same year marked the purchase of an- 
other acre of ground. " 

In 1895 the association donated the lot 
upon which the monument stands today 
and $100 in cash toward a monument fund 
and the ladies of the Warren Cemetery 
Association raised tits remainder of the 
fund, amounted .to over $800 pad secured 
the erection of the monument, . 
'-At the conclusion of Miss Shepnid's. ad- 
dress the quartet rendered "The Soldiers 
ReaC 1 and,thia was followed by an addresB" 
by Judge D. L, Jones;>ho was introduced 
as '"One" of the Warren boys." -Judge 
Jones congratulated the' people of Warren, 
upon the successful end of their patriotic 
endeavors, and was. glod to see so many 
young people, present as, they were the 
future thinkeri and defenders of the nation. 
He waa proud that in the town of-.Warrcn, 
where he drat saw the light of day, they 
were dedicating a splendid .monument in 
honor of the living and memory of the de- 
parted Boldier8. v 

." The day recalled to hifh the Spring of 
;1 8(3 1 when the couulry Was ablaze* and he 
graphically described the feeling and pat- 
riotism those .days arroused in Warren 
township. 

Ho paid a glowing tribute to many of 
the old citizena of the town, some, who 
though unable to go to the front gave, tin- 
aparingy'of " time and* treasure; that the 
country. migTuVboflavedandof many others 
who laid' down their lives on the field of 
battle. He also told of the patriotism of 
the- women and thought that a marble 
shaft should be erected-, toward heaven and 

upon its polished surface in. letters of gold 
should be traced the nations tribute to the 
women, the heroes who'ataid at home:'' 

At the conclusion of the Judge's address 
Mrs. James Orrasby; delivered "The Un- 
veiling Poeni" written by herself. The 
poem was welllwritten and well delivered 
and was a warm and w^ll merited- tribute 
to the.- Warren soldiers. As the last words 
of the poem died away. the 1 ' monument was 
unveiled;by/Ml8**J3itellaTVoae and -as the 
.hand rendered patriotic airs Misses Harris 
and. Knox decorated the shaft .in honor of 
the living soldiers. . .

rect Influence .upon morals, aays Prof. 
Dexter, of the University of Illinois, la- 
the Popular Science Monthly. He has 
carefully, tabulated a long series. of ex- 
periments and Bods that when the 
wind doea not blow harder than four 
miles an hour children stay at home 
from, school In three times as great 
numbers, more policemen are off duty, 
more errors are made by bank clerks, 
and more people die. He discovers also 
that women and children are more sus- 
ceptible to storm and calm than men, 
and that fewer- serious crimes are 
committed during calm days, and he 
interprets his statistics In this way: 
"During -calms," he 'says, "those life 
phenomena /which are due to depleted 
vitality are excessive nnd those which 
■'are due to the excessive vitality are 
deficient In number."

Oats have grown rapidly 
during the week, and the average condi- 
tion of the crop is an improvement ovar. 
thatof last week. In many places they are 
becoming very rank and are in considerable 
danger of lodging. In a few localities they 
have lodged considerably already.. A few 
corre3pondhntsreport.ruat on oat$. Corn 
is generally a good stand and growing 
nicely, and in Borne parts of the stats is 
clean and well cultivated. In many locali- 
ties, however, the wet weather has delayed 
cultivation and the fielda are becoming 
very weedy. In ports of the northern dis- 
trict hsavy tains have caused some dama- 
ge by washing and flooding fields, and part' 
of the crop will have to be replanted. Pas- 
tures and meadows have continued to .im- 
prove and are now generally in- good con- 
dition. In some parts of the .state, how- 
ever, the hoy crop will be light. Consid- 
erable;clovfir has been cut.. Cow peas are 
nearly oil sown and are generally doing 
well. Garden truck and potatoes are grow-

Another innn, a saloonkeeper named 
Nevrell, __ held fast In a strait-jacket. and 
with' his hands cuffed acrosB his 'breast, 
lay 'helpless In his place, unmindful' of 
the bolts ami locks thnt hemmed him In 
because of the fcrcr of delirium which 
possessed him. He was found where' he 
had been left by his attendants, burned 
almost to a crisp.

The street* of Que- 
xaltcnango, after (be shocks hod spent 
their force, wore strewn with dead and 
Injured.' Bodies, ghastly In the terror 
depleted on the faces and bloody and 
mutilated,- strewed the - thoroughfares.

. Police were compelled- to draw, revolv- 
ers and use thalrclubs freely Wednesday. 
to clear the WW ■ through thousands of 
strikers and sympathizers in the Chicago 
downtown district' in order to 'allow" the 
clerkmrlvers u ot wagons tor -the packers 1 
tolmuke deliveries of meat. Every Inch- 
of progress was marked by. stubborn re- 
sistance jby the rioters. At times bricks' 
■nd missiles' were hurled through. the air, 
periling the lives. of the bluecoata as well, 
ss the stock yards men, .From Twenty- 
second . street a nd Wa bash . avenue . to 
South Water street, whe/c the last loads; 
were"^ delivered,* a 'jeering';' shouting,' ats-! 
orderly mbbpnockeQ traffic Vnd hindered^ 
the progress of the caravan. of wagons. 1 "- .. 

Progress* was.^ hindered not a Utthvb} 
drivers of otber'vehlclcs, who deliberately 
brought their teams Into the way, and in- 
one Instance it was necessary to beat 
such an offender Into Insensibility before 
be ; coald bevta ken in- charge. 

In Michigan avenue .'several automo- 
biles, one of thera containing women, 1 ; 
were- caught Hn the Jam, a ad the crowd, 
threatened for a tlue.to not only deiuol- 
Ish the machines, but to do bodily harm 
to the women, 

- Cable trains along the. route and rral> 
leys were blocked and hundreds, of per- 
sons sought the vnntage'ground'of the 
roofs of cars, from which place they buri- 
ed missives and -when their stock of 
stones orhvbatever they happened to haro 
gathered from the streets tfave : ouf they 
contented themselves with taunting the 
protectors of the meat men. 

As the wagons drew : toward South 
Water street .the crowds became more 
enraged and police were ^practically pow- 
erless to cope with the throngs. Near 
Randolph and Dearborn streets there was 
a ton. of coal on the walk waiting deliv- 
ery, but when the wagons had forced a 
way past the place there was not a Blgn. 
of the coal where It had been. Hundreds 
of persons seized it and for a time it lit- 
erally rained coal, Ofllcers were struclt,' 
biit'nn t oue was .seriously injured, ( . , ._. 
1 Platoons of policemen stood at every 
corner from Vnn Buren ■ to Harrison 
streets oa State street, and fought the 
crowds to allow the packers jto deliver 
meat, Tbc po'lce fotmed a hollow square 
In front of the'rctail markets, und with 
clubs fought the crowds. The latter threw 
stones and bricks as the packers attempt- 
ed to unload their meats. Two hundred 
policemen' charged the rioters In State 
street* under' orders Tfrora Inspector Hunt 
to "Bent them down with clubs." No 
shots we re flrcd.

STORM WORKS HAVOC. 



Toilet Is Swept by a Flood and Great 
Qatitnse Results. 

Jollct, III,, bus experienced the most 
disastrous flood in Its history. The city 
was Inundated by the terrible rainstorm 
of Monday night, great damage to prop- 
erty r resulted and 1 a- , nyraber.of persons, 
were reported drowned." 'All railroad 
traffic In tf»» city was brought to a stand- 
out!,- tracks were -washed out, telegraph 
poles were down and the" utmost confu- 
sion prevailed. 

About 8 o'clock Monday night a black 
cloud swept, ap from- the- southwest,-. ue\ 
com panted by tb under nnd lightning, and 
poured a torrent of water upon the streets 
which soon transformed them into rivers. 
Several persons were caught In the flood, 
Water covered some of the streets to the 
depth of ■ over two feet. The Masonic 
Temple was flooded to the depth of. sev- 
eral feet, and on Chicago street, the main 
'thoroughfare, water stood to the depth 
of three feet. 

. The floods extended to the yards of the 
Illinois Steel Company, putting out the 
furnace fires and causing a complete shut- 
down of the mills. The Bates Machine 
works and the McKcnna plant and wire 
■ mills were. also underwater. Fully two- 
thirds of. the 'east side of the city was In- 
undated/ sod In some places the water 
reached to the roofs of low buildings. 
.The telegraph and telephone Hues wera 
heavy sufferers, and the city was cut off 
from communication. by railroad early 
Tuesday, 

As soon as the extent of the flood be- 
came^ known Mayor Barr Issued a call 
for ajspeclal'mcctlng-of the City Council 
to provide special measures for the relief 
of the flood-strlckon inhabitant a. '1'hc 
loss to merchants will amount to ninny 
thousands of dollars, The Jollct Stove 
Company suffers a loss ot $15,000 and 
■the "Jollct Warehouse Company of ?10,- 
000. .Most of the downtown' stores. had 
large quantities .of goods, stored In base* 
.merits; and these 'were water soaked and 
"will be almost a total loss. 

A tornado struck Loulsburg, Wis., late 
Monday, and according to reports recelv- 
Yd the damage' wqs heavy. Barns and 
outbuildings were demolished. Seeing 
the fury of the storm, Edward Ward, a 
farmer, hurried his team homeward. He 
was unhitching It when the barn was 
blown to pieces, a. heavy .timber striking 
him In' tbc forehead hud • crushing his 
skull. He died" instantly. 

Heavy, rains also, caused great damage 
to crops,, and It Is said that the season's 
.work on' many farina has been; a total 
loss, ' ' ..

The. Phlllppjue bill passed, the Senate 
Tuesday'afternoon by n vote of 48 to 80 
as It was reported by the Philippine coin- 
mission with the 'exception of a few 
verbal amendments'- suggested by. the 
chairman of the committee, 'The meas- 
ure .has been under debate 1 over seven 
weeks.' ' 

The Senate divided practically -apon 
party lines, all Republicans -present vot- 
ing for the bill with the exception of 
Hoar', Mason and Wellington, who voted 
with tho Democrats against It, and all 
the Democrats opposing It with the ex- 
ception of Mr. McLaurla of South Caro- 
lina, who voted with the Republicans fof 
the bill. Mr. Morgan of Alabama, Demo- 
crat, voted with the Republicans in op- 
position to the amendments offered by 
his party, but fell In line with the Demo- 
crats in voting against the bill. 

The Philippine government bill ap- 
proves the actio a of the.. President In, cre-^ 
ating the Philippine commission and tbb 
offices of civil governor and vice governor 
of the Islands, 'and authorizes the gov 
ernor and vice, governor, to -exercise the 
powers of government ns directed by ex- 
ecutive order. Future appointments of 
the governor or vice. governor shall be 
made by the President with tho advice 
and consent of tbc Semite. 

The "bill of rights" of the United 
States constitution is applied to the Phil- 
ippine Islands with the exception of the 
right to bear" arms and tbc right to a 
trial by lury. 

The Supreme Court and other courts of 
the Islands shall exercise jurisdiction as 
heretofore provided by the Philippine 
commission, and the justices 'of the Su- 
preme' Court' shall bo appointed by tbs 
President' and the Senate; the others. by 
the civil governor and the commission. 

Alt tho inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands are deemed to-be citizens of the 
Philippine Islands and entitled to the 
protection of the Unlled States. *** 

The Philippine. commission Is authorlt 
ed ta establish municipal and prpvincia- 
governments," with popular represents: 
tire government, bo far and as fast r*l 
the communities arc fit for tho same, tin 
Philippine commission being authorized 
to determine the "qualifications of tbc 
electors. The President Is authorized to 
regulate the commercial Intercourse with 
the archipelago in the Interest ot the gen- 
eral welfare. 

No corporation filial! be authorized to 
engage In agriculture "-unless provision 
eon It have been made therefor. 

The Philippine commission Unauthor- 
ized to acquire the (rinr lands and Is em- 
powered -te- Issue bonds' to pay*fdr them. 
These lands; once acquired; shall be a 
part of the domain ot tho United States 
and may be disposed of as such. . 
i A mint Is to .-be established In Manila 
and coins authorized may be coined at 
the mint, the coinage laws of the United 
States being extended to the Islands. 

The bill also continues . the division of. 
insular affairs of the War Department, 
tho chief of which shall have the- rank 
of a colonel of the United States army. .

A sec- 
ond performance was to have been 
given later", to which the public were 
to be invited, and the only means of 
stopping It was to threaten wltb im- 
prisonment those of the organizers 
who are Turkish subjects; 'The reason 
far the Interdict is that there is ref- 
erence In the tragedy to regicide— the 
murder of Agamemnon by Cly temnes- 
tra, . .Myth or -legend. It is perfectly 
immaterial to the censor, and be has 
had "the •performance stopped and all 
translations of the tragedy Into mod- 
ern Greek bought up, to prevent the 
public from reading It.

-asking m to be present thu 1S117. 

It Is n good custom for our count ry to liare 
certain solemn holidays lu commemoration 
of our greatest men and of the greatest 
crises In our history. There should he but 
few BucU'Ualldajs. To Increase' their num- 
ber Is to ebon pen tlicm. Washington nud 
Tdncoln— the uwii who did mast to found the 
Union nnd the man who did most to preserve 
It— stand head and shoulders above all our 
other public men.-, nnd have by common con* 
sent won the right to this prc-ewinvtice. 

Among the ' holidays which commemorate 
the turning points tn American history 
Thanksgiving has a significance peculiarly 
Its. own. On July 4 we celebrate the birth 
of the nation; on this day, the 30th of Hay. 
. wo cnll to mind the deaths ot those who died 
that the nation might live, who wagered nil 
that life holds dear for tha great prize of 
death In lmttle ( who poured out their blood 
like water In order that the mighty national 
structure raised by the far-seeing patriot- 
Ism of. Washington, Franklin, Marshall, 
Hamilton and the other great leaders of the 
revolution, great frnracrs of tbo Constitu- 
tion, should not crumble Into meaulugle^s 
ruins/ 

You whom I address to-day and your com- 
rades, who wore the blue beside you la the 
perilous yean during which Strang, sad, pa- 
tient Lincoln hore the crushing load of na* 
ttaaat leadership, performed tbo one feat 
the failure to perform which would bare 
meant destruction to . everything which, 
makes the name of. America a symbol of 
hope among Urn notions t of mankind. You 
did the greatest nhd 'most accessary task 

— which ban ever fallen to' tho lot of any men

- ■ '-.Nearly t lire/; centuries baro passed, since 

the wafers of our coasts were first furrowed 
by the keels ot tbo men whose children's 
children were -to Inherit this fair land. Over 
a century and a half of colonial growth fol- 
lowed the settlement, and now for over a 
century and a quarter we have been a, 
nation. 

During our four generations ot national 
Ufa we have bad to do many tasks, and some 
of them of far-reaching Importance, but the 
only really vital task' was tha one you did, 
the task of sarins tho Union. There were 
other crises In which to hare gone wrong 
would have meant disaster, but tuts was the 
one crises In which to hare gone frrong 
would have meant -not merely disaster but 
annihilation. For failure at any other polut 
atouemcnt- could hare been made, but bad 
you failed lu the Iron days the loss would 
have been trrepnrnbtc, the defeat Irretriev- 
able, Upon. your success depended all the 
future of the people en this continent, and 
much of the, future of mankind as a whole. 

You left us n reunited country. Yeo left 
us the right of brothcrhuod Vlttr.tho men In 
gray, who for such courage, and such devo- 
tion for what they deemed the right, fought 
against you, Ilut you left us ,tnuch mora 
evon than your achievement* for,you left us 
the memory of how It was achieved. 
• You, who made good by your valor and 
patriotism tha statesmanship of Lincoln nud 
tho soldiership of Urnnt, have set an the 
standards of our efforts In the future both 
the way you did your work In war and the 
way In which when tho wnr was over you 
turned again to tha work of peace. In war 
and In peace all ko your example wlii stsnd 
as the wisest of lessons to ns and our chil- 
dren and our children's children. 

Just nt this moment the hrmy of tbe 
United States, led by men who served among 
you In tbo great war, is carrying to comple- 
tion a small but peculiarly trying and dial- 
cult war, 'In which U Involved nut only tbe 
honor of the flag but tbo triumph of civili- 
sation over forces which stand for the black 
chaos of sara gory aud barbarism.

These younger comrades of yours have 
-fought under terrible difficulties and have 
received' terrlblo provocation from a Terr 
cruel and very treacherous enemy. Under 
tbe strain of these provocations I deeply de- 
plore to sny that somo among them bare so 
far forgotten themselves ns to counsel and 
commit, lu retaliation, acts of cruelty* 

Tho fact that for every guilty act com- 
mitted by one of uur troops a hundred acts 
of far greater atrocity have been committed 
by the hostile natives upon our troops, or 
npon the peaceable nnd law-abiding natives 
wno are friendly to ua, cannot bo held to er- 
cuse'nny, wrongdoer^ on our side. Deter- 
mined and. unswerving effort must he made, 
and Is being made,* to And out every Instance 
of barbKrtt-f'"bu" 1 flic "part of'our'. troops,- to 
punish those guilty of It, and to take, If 
possible, oven stronger measures than have 
Already been taken to minimise or prevent 
tha occurrence of all such Instances lu tho 
future. 

Is It only In tho hrmy ot the Philippines 
that Amcrlcuns sometimes do nets that 
causa tho rest ot America regret? From 
time to time there occur In our country, to 
tho deep and lasting sbnino at our people, 
trackings carried on under circumstances of 
inhumnn. cruelty and barbarity— a cruelly 
Infinitely worse than any. thnt has ever. been 
committed by our troops in the Philippines ; 
worsa-tQ/the victim* and far. more brutallx- 
log to those guilty ot, It, ■ • 

Tholtieu'wha-fuir'tb condemn these lynch- 
Inge, nnd ret clnniar about what has been 
dono In tha Philippines nro Indeed guilty or 
. neglecting the beam In their own eyes while 
taunting their brother about tho mote In 
his. Understand* we, Tucsa. lynchlngs of- 
ford us -no excuse far failure to stop cruelty

Let uot-the effortless 
nnd the untetuptcd 'rail overmuch at strong 
men who with blood nnd sweat face years 
of toll and days and. nights of agony, nnd at 
need lay down the.tr Uvea In remote tropic 
Jungles to bring the' light of civilization into, 
the world's dark places.

Wherever 
those. victories have becnconiplctc-niidsUeh 
Is now the, casb'througlinuf-the greater part; 
of tho Islands— all cruelties havo censed, and 
tho native is secure lu tils lite, bin liberty 
and his pursuit of happiness. Where the- In- 
-■urre'cHoh'" still smolders ',th ere Is always *a 
chance for cruelty' to.show itself. 

Our soldiers conquer, and what Is the ob- 
ject for which they conquer? To establish 
n military government T No, Tbe laws wo 
nro now endeavoring to enact for tho gov- 
ernment ot tho- Philippines nro to Increase 
tho power nnd domain of the civil nt tho 
expense of the .military' authorities, aud to 
render even more dlHlcult than in the past 
ths chance of oppression. 

Must Kstabllsh Peace. 

Tho military power Is used to secure 
peace. In order that It may Itself be sup-' 
planted by tho civil government, Thu prog- 
ress of the. American nrms menus the aboli- 
tion of cruelty, the bringing of peace aud 
tho rula ojf law and order under tho civil gov* 
emment. Other nations have conquered to 
create irresponsible military rule. We con- 
quer to bring Just and responsible civil gov- 
ernment to the conquered. 

But our armies do more than bring pence, 
do tooro than bring order. - They bring free- 
(Joni. Itc member always' that tho Independ- 
ence of a trlbo or community may and 
often doeq have nothing whatever to do with 
the freedom. of the ludtvlduol lu that trlbo 
or community. • . ' 

There-are now In Anla nod Africa scores 
of despotic monarchies, each of which Is In- 
dependent, nnd In no one of which Is there 
the slightest vestige nf freedom for the Indi- 
vidual man, Beaut Indeed Is tho gain to man- 
kind from. the "Independence" of n blood- 
stained tyrant who rules over abject and' 
brutalized slaves. -Hut great Is the gain to 
humanity which follows the steady though 
slow Introduction of the orderly liberty, the 
law-abiding freedom of tho Individual, which 
Is tbe only sure foundation upon which na- 
tional Independence enu be built. 

Wherever in the Philippines tho Insurrec- 
tion hns been delhiltcly and nastily put down 
there tbe Individual Mllplno already enjoys 
such freedom, such personal liberty, under 
our rule, ns bo could Mover even dream of 
under the rule- of an "Independent" Aguln- 
nldlon -oligarchy. ■■; 

Tho slowly' learned and d I men It art ot 
self-government, n 11 .art which our people 
havo taught themselves by. tha labor of a 
thousand years, cannot be grasped In a day 
by n people only. Just emerging from con- 
ditions of Ufa which our to neon tors left bo- 
ll tud them In the dim years before history 
dawned. We believe thnt wo can readily 
tcacb tbo people ,uf the Philippine- Islands 
not only how to enjoy but how to make 
good uso of their freedom, nnd with their 
growing knowledge i their, growth ^ln aolf- 
govcrnment shall keep steady pnee:
